ACT DISCUSSED 



Leading Dominion Transporta- 
tion Officials Review Pro- 
posed Legislation.

McNicholl,- second vice-president 
and general manager of the Canadian 
I'acilic Railway; O. Drinkwater, secre- 
tary of the Canadian I'acilic Railway; 
II. It. Ledynrd, of the Michigan Cen- 
tral Railway; B. J. Chamberlain of the 
Canada Atlantic Railway; Wm, McKen- 
y.ie of the Canadian Northern Railway; 
Frank Grundy, of the Quebec Central 
Railway; N. N. Scott, of the Quebec 
and Rake St. John Railway; E. H. 
[•"itxhugh, of the Central Vermont Rail- 
way; and general solicitors of the dif- 
ferent companies.

Ha suddenly drew a revolver 
and iflred into the crowd, hitting Michael 
Sullivan, of Windsor, Ontario, who died 
an hour afterwards. Sullivan had gone 
over to see - the fun, and had been mere- 
ly a spectator.

The quantity produced by the com- 
pany was U5.8S0.30O pounds, which was 
beyond the expectation of the company. 



The Hague, April 0.— Ninety per cent 
oE the employees of the Netherlands 
railroad have resumed work. The iron 
workers are resolved to continue the 
strike, but the carters have refused to 
cpiit work. 

The officials of the state railroads, 
it was announced today, refused the pro- 
posal of the Railroad Employees' Union 
to enter into an agreement for the set- 
tlement of the dispute. 

The workmen's defence committee has 
offered to call off the strike if the nro- 
posed "tyrannical anti-strike" laws are 
abandoned, otherwise the committee has 
decided to proclaim a general strike of 
all the trades throughout the country. 

The dwellings of the employees of the 
government railroad, who have not 
struck, are guarded by troops as pro- 
tection to their wives and children. The 
bakers' shops and carts are similarly 
protected. Employees of the river and 
canal navigation companies have decided 
to strike in sympathy with the railroad 
men. 

More trains are running today that' 
yesterday. The pupils of tin? Locomo- 
tive Engineering Institute have unani- 
mously tendered their services to the 
railroads, and a number are being em- 
ployed as stokers. 

The workmen's defence committee is 
anxiously awaiting reports from the 
delegates who were sent to Germany, 
France and England to appeal for the 
support of the trades unions of those 
countries.

The contract tor the repairs to the Brlt- 
isfli ablp Banklolgh, which Is being repair- 
id in consequence of the collision wlfli 
the P. C. S. S. Co.'s steamer City of Se- 
attle, bas been awarded to the Esuutmnlt 
Marine Railway company, their Lender be- 
ing 510,050. A claim for $03,000 lias been 
made by ttie owners of the Biinklelgh 
against the City of Seattle In consequence 
of the collision.

rusbian shipping crusis. 

Merchant Fleet Reported on the Verge of 
Kiiln. 

According to the Svet (St Pctersburgl, 
the Russian steamship companies are at 
present passing through a seven' crisis. In 
consequence of the competition on the part 
of the railways, which Is proving too strong 
for them. The journal says It Is no exag- 
geration to say ttiat tin- merchant licet of 
Southern Russia is on the verge of ruin. 
At present there is not sufficient cargo to 
givo work to t lie tleet, or even to insure 
its existence, while, on the other hand, 
the railways have secured nearly all ibe 
lucrative carrying trade in ' "Western Itus- 
sia ami the Caucasus, ttie quantity of 
which Interferes with Its regular delivery. 
The Impoverishment of the coasting trade 
of the Black Sea has gradually attained In- 
credible proportions. Tile same Is true of 
the seaborne trade between the Black Sea 
and the Baltic, which has been deprived 
of most of its revenue by railway competi- 
tion. Tho Svet, which attributes this do- 
plornblo state of affairs principally to the 
protective treatment accorded by the Rus- 
sian government to the railways to a de- 
gree which la a burden upon shipping en- 
terprise, asks for the immediate establish- 
ment of a more evenly balanced situation 
In favor of the merchant tleet. 



THE ACHILLES. 

Efforts of Strikers to Prevent Discharge of 
Cargo. 

The strikers In Vancouver have been 
using every effort to delay the dlschnrg.ng 
of ttie steamer Achilles of tin- Ocean S. 
S. Co., now at that port. A squad of men 
has gone from Victoria to assist the steve- 
dore's crow of 'longshoremen. The News- 
Advertiser says: The Japanese, to the 
number of 25, who have boon employed by 
the Vancouver ,t Victoria Stevedoring Co., 
in line hold of the steamer Achilles in the 
inloniling of her cargo of rails, quit work 
yesterday morning. The reason for the!.- 
action Is .somewhat obscure, but It Is said 
iCiat .some of them belongi^l to tho old 
Fishermen's Union, and for that reason 
they left their work in sympathy with the 
1". It. It. E. strikers. A now gang was, 
however} - , soon engaged, and the work of 
discharging tho mammoth steamer is pro- 
ceeding- rapidly. It is expected tlhat uJl 
her cargo will be out by Friday night.

WETEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria Meteorological Office, 1st to Till 
April, 11X13. 

The weather conditions during the past 
week have been rather unsettled. There 
has been considerable rainfall] in the lower 
portion of liiitlsh Columbia, owing to tuie 
development and passage of storm areas 
from tho ocean aicross the northern section 
of the province. The barometric pressure 
remained high during the greater part <,f 
fhu week on the Vancouver Island and 
American coast, hut was low In Ciii-Hhh,, 
these conditions resembling more the type 
<>:' our winter weather, with lower temper- 
atures and occasional snowfall. On the 
morning of the Oth, a pronounced storm 
nreu appeared on the Vancouver Island 
coast, t no pressure rapidly decreased and 
heavy rainfall ensued with snow again 
failing In Cariboo. This storm quickly 
passed eastward, and the pressure again 
rose on the California and Oregon coast. 
IDurln-g tlie week strong westerly gales and 
winds have prevailed, especially at the 
entrance to the Straits and at the har of 
the Columbia river, hourly wind velocities 
of 5(1 nml -IS miles being teported. On 
the ('.111 and 7th fresh snow fell on the 
higher lands adjacent to Victoria. Vege- 
tation is, however, advancing, 'owing to 
the good rnlns during the week. Milder 
Conditions have also prevailed In a large 
portion of ttie ranges and pasturage Is 
Improving. The water In the Eraser con- 
tinues low, but n large amount of snow 
is reported In the upper country and .weath- 
er conditions will he anxiously watched. 
In the Northwest a' succession nf storm 
nr.eas have rapidly passed over the coun- 
try, causing milder weather wlUh occas- 
ional light rainfall.

JAPS UNDER THE UNION JACK. 

Officers of Mikado's Army Will Inter- 
change With Those of John Hull. 

According to advices received from Tokeo 
by the steamer Victoria, the Japanese gov- 
ernment has Just agreed with tin; British 
government to •what will probably prove 
to be an interchange of officers for the 
mutual study of each other's military prog- 
ress and a -better understanding of each 
other's military plans. 

For the present British officers are to 
commence by being attached to ttie Jap- 
anese army; later on Japanese officers will 
go to Croat Britain. The original Idea was 
that two British officers should bo regular- 
ly attached to the Japanese army, the 
period for each man being two years, but 
in all probability, since the Idea has been 
so warmly taken up and approved, the 
miniher will bo Increased. 

The llrst year will probably be spent in 
n study of the language, and during tho 
second year tho officers will bo attached 
to Japanese regiments, mid will make 
themselves thoroughly conversant with the 
duties of the Japanese officer. 

Inquiries show that this interchange is 
exceedingly popular in Japan, which very 
greatly appreciates this new proof of the 
sincerity and cordiality or the Anglo-Jap- 
anese alliance The British officers are 
sure of a warm welcome, and they are 
certain to profit from their experiences, 
for the Japanese army continues to main- 
tain Its lilgiii standard. 

it may be added that this permission to 
attach officers to the Japanese army Is tin 
exceptional privilege. No nation hitherto 
lias enjoyed it, for the Chinese, who have 
1 ecu sent over tor Instruction, have he«!i 
simply attached to the military colleges.

Tho es- 
sential feature of the bill is the consti- 
tution of a very expensive machinery for 
the control of the harbor, run by the 
levy of restrictive dues upon the com- 
merce of the port. That is what this 
draft bill means. Is it what the pro- 
posal to secure a Board of Harbor 
Commissioners means?

PASSOVER FESTIVAL. 

Commences Tomorrow Evening With 
Quaint Ancient liitis ami Ceremonies. 

The Passover Festival, observed an- 
nually by Israelites commences tomorrow 
'veiling and lasts for seven days. Dur- 
ing this period the usual loaf bread is 
dispensed witli ami circular unleavened 
cakes culled "Mutzos" are substituted. 
The rlirst evening's services of the fes- 
tival are of a most interesting nature, 
the head of each Hebrew household 
conducting these services, called "Se- 
dar." The ritual is founded on the 
biblical narrative of the escape of the 
Jews from Egyptian bondage. The 
leading features of the stay in Egypt 
and tin' exodus are commemorated by 
many i|iiaint rites and ceremonies which 
have been handed down from remote 
times. For instance, symbolical dishes 
•ire used to typify the many afflictions 
which were endured. Bitter herbs and 
unleavened bread symbolize in a general 
way. these afflictions, whilst dishes rep- 
resenting brick and mortar are made to 
indicate the sufferings under Pharonh's 
taskmasters. The"Sedur" is concluded 
witli the singing of nil ancient hymn, the 
origin of which is lost in antiquity. This 
hymn, strange to jsoy. is not in Hebrew, 
in Chaldaie. It pictures the 
ll-sovereignty of God, by showing that 
God is tlu' linnl judge anil arbiter over 
all creatures. The biblical account of 
tiie exodus is now idealized into a purely 
spiritual siguilicauc!! . The Passover is 
utilized us an appeal to the individual to 
escape from all influences tending to 
degrade and enslave the spirit and to 
rise to the full freedom of a sinless soul. 
Another custom of the "Sddar." is that 
the 'servant on this night sits at tho 
same table with the master in order that, 
the Jew may not forget that he was 
once a slave in Egypt, ami" the better to 
enforce) the recognition that rich and 
poor are equal beiore God, virtue being 
the only test of merit.

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More advices Have been received from tho 
Orlent by tbe steamer Victoria to the, 
effect that a new crisis is threatening tne 
Chinese government as a result ol tne 
continued success of the rebels In Kwungsl. 
The governor ot that province, Wang Cullt- 
Clrun, who is surrounded by rebels at 
Kwelllu, the provincial capital, lias made 
the serious mistake of asking troops in 
Assom to crush the existing rebellion, llio 
central government has repudiated aw up- 
I>enl, but notwithstanding, thci broncn 
troops have gone Into- that country.

After Day's Monotonous Accom- 
plishments Legislature Ad- 
journs Till Tuesday. 



Estimates Promised to Be 
Ready, Budeet Speech Fol- 
lows—Mr. Martin III. 



After transacting a very considerable 
amount of 'both public and private busi- 
ness .vestcnlay afternoon, including the 
advance oC by far the major portion of 
the measures upon the order paper, the 
legislature lias risen for the ISaster re- 
cess and will not re-assemble until Tues- 
day afternoon at the usual hour. It 
is promised that the estimates will then 
be ready for distribution to the members, 
and, the precedent motions having been 
disposed of yesterday, the budget will 
be presented during the following af- 
ternoon. In fact the members would 
have received the estimates yesterday, 
but for the fatal fact that the Printing 
Office reported it absolutely impossible 
to complete their binding. The fact that 
it was private members' day gave pre- 
cedence to this class of business on the 
order paper, To it may also be attribut- 
ed in some res|>ects the circumstance 
thai there was little in the debates of 
more than passing interest. Mr. Joseph 
MUnrtin, who always is to be counted up- 
on to contribute some spice and anima- 
tion even to routine proceedings, also 
was missed from his accustomed place, 
and this was another explanation of a 
routine sitting. The energetic member 
from Vancouver unhappily contracted a 
serious chill on Wednesday evening, 
and consequently endured a night of 
suffering, His physicians yesterday re- 
. ported an improvement in their patient's 
condition, but commanded the greatest 
ca.ution for a time, which may necessi- 
tate .Mr. Martin' infrequent appearance 
in the House during the coming week. 

Included in the routine of the after- 
noon. Mr. Green prcented a petition from 
the Kootenay Tramway Company, for 
incorporation, and the petitions were 
duly received of the Adams River Hail- 
way Company (Mr. Mounce), the Brit- 
ish Columbia Northern and Mackenzie 
Valley Rliilway Company, (Mr. Stables), 
the Pacific Northern and Onimec'n Kail- 
way Company (Mr. Dickie), and the Pa- 
cific Northern and Eastern Railway 
Company (Mr. Dickie). Mr. Garden pre- 
sented his hill to amend the Special 
Surveys Act, and Hon. Mr. Prentice his 
measure to prevent the obstruction of 
lakes anil watercourses, both of which 
passed their first readings. Mr. Hay- 
ward had the honor of laying before the 
House the 'first standing committee re- 
port of (he session, that of the Printing 
committee. In consequence of the in- 
trusion of the Easter re-cess, the Private 
Rills committee recommended the ex- 
tension of the time for the presentation 
of petitions, and for their reception, until 
the 17th April, and the "21st respectively. 
Forma! motion for supply was passed, 
and it was ordered that the House go 
into committee of supply on Wednesday 
nest. The hill to regulate immigration 
into British Columbia passed the com- 
mittee st'iire without amendment, as did 
also the bills to regulate employment on 
vvorkx carried on under charters from 
the legislature, the New Westminster 
Relief Act. (he Hairy and Live Stock 
Association's Amendment Hill, and the 
•bill to amend the Agricultural and Hor- 
ticultural Societies' Act. 

ALASKA BOUNDARY. 
The return of correspondence with re- 
spect lo (he proposed settlement of the 
Alaskan Boundary was laid on the table 
ami the House by Hon. Mr. Melnnes 
ami was found to consist of a minute 
of council of the Pith March last, as 
follows: In view of the announcement 
in (he daily press of (he ratification by 
(he Cnitcd States Semite of the Alaska 
Boundary Treaty, which provides for 
the reference of the whole of the points 
of dispute lo a mixed commission ap- 
pointed by Great Britain and the United 
Slatrs respectively, (he committee of 
council have had under consideration the 
advisability of the province of British 
Columbia being represented upon and 
'before the commission. The committee 
do not propose (o touch upon (he Im- 
portance to Canada, and more particu- 
larly to (his province, of a settlement in 
accordance with the true construction of 
(he Anglo-Russian treaty of 1825 of- 
(lc boundary line, which divides British 
Columbia from the territory of Alaska, 
as the views of this province respecting 
Ihc urgent necessity for the early ad- 
justment ami proper delineation of (he 
said line were fully set forth in a min- 
ute dated the 22nd July, 1SS4, prepared 
in compliance with a request of (he Sec- 
retary of State, and in subsequent 
minutes dated respectively the 8th Sep- 
tember. 1884; the Olh November. 188C; 
the 30t.li November. 1,«8oi the 7th Feb- 
ruary. 1887: tlte 10th March. 1SS7: and 
the (ith August, ISS'S. The commit tee. 
however, feel justified in asking that 
this province should be represented upon 
■and before the commission. The com- 
mittee trust that their request will re- 
ceive favorable consideration.- and they 
suggest that the decision of the Federal 
government should be communicated 
through the usual channel by telegraph. 
The committee recommend (bat a copy 
of (his minute, if approved, be trans- 
mitted by His Honor, the Lieutenant- 
Governor to the Honorable the Seero- 
t"rv of Stale for Canada. The receipt 
of this minute was neknowledgod on (he 
"24th March Inst, w'th an intimation flint 
tt'c mutter would bp submitted to ITis 
T-N-celleiicy, tbe fi ovenior-Geueral-in- 
Cotineil.

"Oh, oh," varied the smiles of the 
House at the honorable gentleman's dis- 
iugenuousness, and the Speaker prompt- 
ly ruled, 

"Out of order!"

Wells stated that a number of other ap- 
plications were in hand, but could not 
be dealt with until surveys had been 
made, when these additional leases would 
bo issued. 

ELECTIVE OR APPOINTIVE. 
In moving for a return relative to the 
appointment of road foremen in Alberni 
I since the 1st June last, Mr. Neill point- 
| ed out that for 15 years the people of 
| bis district laid chosen their own road 
| foremen, working under, the general 
i superintendence of the road superiuten- 
! dent or government agent, ami this sys- 
| tern hud been found in practice to work 
I out advantageously. Under a change of 
system, however, the foremen were now 
appointed from Victoria direct, and the 
road work had been made commendable 
by a political machine in (he hands of a 
little coterie. The result was lessened 
satisfaction in results, under which for 
I example (he Danish colonists at Cape 
I Scott had now declined to further con- 
I tribute the 2o per cent, with which they 
I have heretofore supplemented the gov- 
ernment appropriation for roads in their 
I particular district. Tho member for 
! Alberni strongly deprecated the placing 
of tins political lever in the hands of 
babes mid sucklings, in this case, how- 
ever, far from innocent As tic govern- 
ment must In- held responsible for (he 
| system, it must also be responsible for 
I the babes and sucklings— accept their 
I parentage, in other words, ami the ob- 
| ject of the resolution was to disclose the 
individual responsibility for the unsulis- 
I factory conditions, prevailing in Alberni. 
i The Chief Commissioner was glad (hat 
| the member had directed attention to the 
circumstances related; he was always 
glad In hear from the interested mciii- 
I In rs where improvements of detail secm- 
j ed in order, although he thought the 
I members should keep in touch witli the 
department for the good of their con- 
stituents, rather than holding their in- 
formation for presentation to the House 
— in order (hat little grievances may be 
redressed as they present themselves. As 
lo the particular matter of Mr. Ncill's 
complaint, he was inclined to think that 
the system 'was (he belter one of hav- 
, lug the road foremen appointed bv mid 
responsible only to the department. He 
was quite willing, however, to give con- 
sideration to any especial conditions in 
Alberni. 

Mr. Wayward also had a word of 
praise for the elective road foremen sys- 
tem, suggesting that the government 
might advantageously go so fur as to 
enact legislation giving authority in this 
matter to those who pay the taxes and 
must use the roads. 

Air. Neill dosed with a denial that 
he had withheld his information for 
sessional ammunition, and the resolution 
thereupon was carried. 

COAL MINK'S REGULATION. 
In moving the second rending or hill 
No. 11, amending the Coal Mines Regu- 
lation Act, Mr. Hn wthornlhwaite de- 
clared that while legislation could not 
create peace or harmony between labor 
and capital so long as present condi- 
tions exist, it was none the leas the duty 
of legislators to do all in their power in 
the direction of improving these condi- 
tions. It was no portion of the thought 
or intention of his party to hamper or 
interfere 'with capital or restrict its op- 
portunities in tho development of Brit- 
ish Columbia. On the contrary, all pos- 
sible aid would ho lent in this' direction, 
while the interests of the workers must 
rightly bo a first consideration. Tho 
member for Nnnaimo then proceeded to 
•an explanation of hi* hill, which pro- 
vides in brief for a maximum working 
day for miners of eight hours "from 
bank to bank"; fortnightly payments of, 
coal minors' wages; no excess of the 
".240 pound ton; and the employment of 
(skilled men to timber working places 
where it is not practicable fo keep 
reasonable supplies of timber in the 



working places. The Xauniina member' 
dealt more particularly with the condi- 
tions at Forme, asserting that the vote 
on the' length of the working day had 
been taken in such a manner as to make 
it difficult to get other than a preju- 
diced verdict from the miners— sinco the 
superintendent and manager were watch- 
ing how they voted— arid also that from 
his information from individual miners 
in that district, the present two-year 
agreement could not last, it could not 
be a peace, but merely a , truce. The 
miners alleged they could not submit to 
present conditions, and did not intend 
to carry out the contract entered into 
for tho two-year period, although for 
the sake of peace and stability of condi- 
tions within the province, he hoped 
that carried out it would be. The 
iHousc, he hold, should do all -within its 
power, by improvement of the working 
conditions, to assure its preservation. It 
had been said that any legislation which 
he might introduce this session would 
inot be allowed to pass. He hoped that 
this was not so, and that members 
I would not be dominated by party feel- 
ing to the extent of killing good legisla- 
tion in the causa of labor merely for 
political party reasons. 

The Premier moved adjournment o. 
the debate. 

I i.Mr. tl recti also offered a bill to amend 
! the Coal Mine.; Regulation Act, explain- 
ing Jts ho moved the second rending that 
it was a duplication of his measure of 
last session, since disallowed, without of 
I course, the reference to Japanese at- 
tacked by the now Provincial Secretary, 
' and which in his (Mr. Green's) opinion 
was the especial cause of disallowance, 
as ho had at the time of its incorpor- 
ation made bold to predict. IHe noted 
that the Provincial Secretary was uo.v 
stealing his thunder by introducing the 
same identical bill as government meas- 
! ure No. 7. 

iHon. Mr. Melnnes denied that the 
act of last session had been disallowed 
in consequence -of his amendment. Tho 
opinion had been given by the Minister 
of Justice that it was ultra vires of 
j the legislature. 'Ho moved the adjourn- 
tment of the. debate. 

This was objected to by Messrs. Mi- 
Bride, Curtis and IM cl'hillips, each of 
I whom in turn sang the praises of the 
member for Slocan. 

I The motion for adjournment prevail- 
ed, however. 

I Next lion. Mr. Melnnes brought for- 
ward his amending bill, which he ex- 
' plained was identical with that of the 
member for Slocan. lie reiterated that 
: disallowance of this measure last ses- 
jeion had not resulted through the in- 
i corporation of the Japanese clause. It 
'would have been quite its much nit 
vires without as with it. The only rcas- 
05! now lor the exclusion of mention of 
Japanese was that when the Premier 
and the Attorney-General had been in 
Ottawa recently, they had been assured 
bv the Dominion premier, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, that if tho restrictions were 
applied exclusively to Chinese, they 
would not be further disallowed. The 
measure might therefore bo considered 
as a test of Dominion bona tides in the 
matter. 

'Mr. Green had an I-told-you-so to 
whisper as his contribution to the de- 
bate, and 

I Mr. McPhlUips gave great credit to 
'the Slocan member for having antic- 
ipated last session that his measure 
would meet the fate of disallowance. 

'Mr. M'clBride thought it peculiar that 
the Provincial Secretary should infe/- 
entinlly suggest that the word of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier in this mutter was to be 
questioned— that it should be made n 
question of test as to whether the fed- 
eral government would stand by spec- 
ific pledges. He demanded that Premier 
| Prior repudiate on his part such a base 
I suggestion. . . 

I.Mr. Hawthornthwaite did not antici- 
pate that this act if passed would be 
' any more effective than others that had 
gone before. There wore laws uiion 
! tho statute book already which, if pro- 
;perJy enforced— as they could not he so 
j long' as the governments favored the cor- 
porations in every possibly way— would 
I keep nine-teuths of the Chinese now 
'employed in mines out of .such service, 
bin the hope, but not the expectation, 
that the measure would do good, he 
would support it.
